PODESTA TO BE IN CONTROL

Municipal Election Abolished in 
Extension of the System 
Started Last February. 


ROME, Aug. 30 (4).—The election of 
municipal officers. by popular suffrage, 
allowed since the Kingdom of Italy 


was founded in 1870, was abolished to-|- 


day. by the Fascist Government. 

This change was jeffected by the 
adoption by the Council of Ministers 
under the Presidency of Premier Mus- 
solinij of a decree extending the Po- 
desta system to every city, town and 
village in Italy. This system consists 
of the rule of an official appointed 
by the Central-Government. It already 
obtains in 1,341 towns of leas than 
5,000 pone and also in. towns con- 
sidered 
earthquake zone. 

About. 1,700.;places are. ted. by 
the new Rome 
alone ‘being ‘excepted, Rome 
under a special type of administration 
with a. Governor, and Napié@ remains 
under the rule of a High Commis- 
sioner, Neither city has any elected 


officials, however, 
Say Old System Is Outlived. 

“The geriéral favor with which the 
Podesta system was accepted,” say the 
Council of Ministers ‘in promulgating 
the decree, ‘‘shows that the people are 
convinced that the. choice. of’ adminis- 
trators of avitonomous ‘erntities+towns, 
cities, provincés—by popular; suffrage 
has outlived its day and that the 
elective 5 should be replaced by 
one whi responds more readily to 
modern conditions.’’ 

The first Podesta decreé, adopted in 
February of this year, was experi- 
mental, it is explained, and the success 
it achieved in the small towns had 
convinced the Government that the 
7 ya is applicable to all municipali- 

es. 


Another reason for the adoption of |. 


the system, it is said, is the smooth- 
ness with which it will function. with 
the new syndical organization with 
which it is intended closely to: bind the 
administration of communes. This, will 
give the Central Government two ave- 
nues of control, direct and indirect. 
In. cities of more than 20,000 popula- 
tion the Governor or Podesta will be 


aided by one or two Vice Governors 


and by a-consulta or a council graded 
in size according to the importance of 
the city. The membeis of the Council 
will be appointed either by the Prefect 
of the commune or by the Minister of 
the Interior from a. list suggested by 
the recognized syndical organizations. 

Advice Depends on City’s Problems. 

The extent to which the City Gov- 
ernor must: accept the ypinion of his 
Council will depend upon the size of 
the city and the complication of its 
problems, 

Further measures defining the rela- 
tions-of the syndical corporations with 
the towns are promised by the Council 
of Ministers, which, it is said in wel} 
informed «‘rcles, will s$on extend the 
appointive system provincial offi- 
cers. It is also probable the Chamber

August leaves today with an almost 
perfect record for. meteorological de- 
portment, according to statistics avail- 
able at the local office of the United 
States Weather Bureau. This opinion, 
Weather Bureau officials.say, is not 
shared by concessionnaires at the sea- 


side resorts, for the month produced |! 


eighteen rainy days. But it is based 
on the fact that August didn’t set a 
single record for moisture or heat and 
averaged only three degrees below nor- 


mal temperture for the entire month, 


norma! being the’average temperature 
for dll the Augusts since the establish- 
ment of the Weather Bureau office 
here in’ 1870. oe. 

In the opinion of James H, Kimball, 
meteorologist here, the weather for the 
month was just about ideal; not. tov 
hot ‘nor too cool.

The unions guarantee efficiency in 
production. The old idea that labor's 
“just” share of the product can be 
secured by “taking” it from the em- 
ployer has been superseded by the

MATERNAL MORTALITY. 

In the United States about 100,000 
deaths of infants under one month old 
occur every year, according to a re- 
port of the Children’s Bureau of the 
United States Department of Labor. 
Nearly all of these presumably had 
their origin in urifavorable natal] or 
pre-natal conditions. The deaths in 
the first month are approximately one- 
half of the total number of deaths dur- 
ing the first year*of infancy. In addi- 
tion, there are at least 100,000 still- 
births each year. These statistics 
suggest the importance of safeguard- 
ing the health of mothers, not only 
for their own sake, but for that of the 
children; for the ill-health of the 
mother exerts “a powerful adverse in- 
“fluence upon the chances of. life of 
“ her child.” : 

It will doubtless be surprising to 
most people to know that the per- 
centage of maternal mortality is higher 
in the United States than in any other 
country for which statistics are shown. 
The caution is given that the figures 
must be studied before any final con- 
clusion. can be drawn; but the dis- 
parity; is so great, as 2etween the 
United States and the Scandinavian 
countries, for example (that of Den- 
mark, 2.85 per thousand; Sweden, 
2.58, and Norway, 2.97, as compared 
with 7.99 per thousand in the United 
States), that it raises a strong pre- 
sumption. that, the mortality here is 
relatively much greater. The conclu- 
sion seems justified that tht high ratio 
in the United States “indicates condi- 
“* tions which are less favorable to safe 
“maternity than those found in other 
“countries "this in spite of the fact 
of the unusually favorable ages of 
mothers'in the United States. 

As to the effect of race differences, 
the comparisons tend to disclose a 
higher maternal mortality here than 
in the other countries with like’ racial! 
stocks. But the rate of mortality is 
mucb higher for the colored popula- 
tion than the white—in the city dis- 
tricts 77 per cent, higher and in the 
rural districts 80'per cent.—probably 
due tothe poorer medical and mid- 
wifery service, This fact’ partly ex- 
plains the high average mortality rate. 
But another table of: statistics shows 
that the rate is higher even among) 
the native-born whites than among 
the der · 
centage being 6.7 per thousand. for 
the former, as against 5.5 for the 
latter, 

Another unfavorable fact is that, in 
the United ‘States, during a twenty- 
two-year period covered by’ statistics, 
there has been an almost constant in- 
crease in the percentage of. deaths 
from puerperal causes—and @ very 
markéd increase in 1918—whereas in 
most of the European countries there 
has been a decrease, The conelusion 
must be either that. the measures for 
control abroad are more effective or 
that the conditions are more tayorable

Dr. Glover Recently Was Fined 
for Drankenness Despite Plea 
of Insulin Overdose.

LONDON, Aug. 30. — Dr... James 
Glover, the London physician .who 
made legal and medical history by 
saying that he was suffering from an 
overdose of insulin when accused of 
being drunk in an automobile charge, 
has died of diabetes in Spain. 

Though supported by the evidence of 
four doctors, Dr. Glover's plea was un- 
successful. He was found guilty by a 
London magistrate and fined $100 with 
$50 costs for being drunk, and $50 for 
dangerous driving, in addition to which 
he was disqualified from operating a 
car for a year. 

His death from the disease for which 
insulin is the only palliative comes as 
a mordant comment on the sentence.

At the beginning of 1925 the conspira- ' 
tors planned to bldw “up the office 
of the Gaypayoo—secret  police—at 
Sebastopol, but the latter got wind of 
the affair and began an energetic 
search., Thereupon a dozen of the 
boldest .conspirators embarked with 
hidden revolvers and" hand grenades 
on a small steamer, the Utrich, plying 
between Sebastopol and Odessa, held 
up the ship and took her to the Bul- 
garian port of Varna. 

There they communicated military’ 
secrets to the. Monarchist -General 
Ronjini, obtained funds from him and 
after.a brief interval several of them 
returned secretly to the Crimea .to 
resume their counter-revolutionary | 
work. : 

The Soviet Government sent several 
notes to Bulgaria protesting against 
the activities of the Russian Monarch- 
ists but the Bulgarian Government was 
unable or unwilling to intervene.

RAID TAMMANY CLUB 
AS. GAMBLING PLACE 


Detectives Arrest101 in. the 
Harry C. Perry Organization 
Headquarters on Bowery. 











POLICE ENTER FROM ROOF 


Said to Have Selzed Eight Pairs of 
Dice—Raid Is Third in Three 
Months on a Tammany Club. 


Detectives. of ‘Commissioner Mc- 
Laughlinjs secret squad raided the 
club house of the Harry C. Perry Tam- 
many organization of the Second As- 
sembly District, Bowery and Fourth 
Street, late yesterday afternoon, and 
arrested two men on charges of run- 
ning a gambling establishment and 
ninety-nine others on charges that 
they. were disorderly in the place. It 
was the third Tammany district head- 
quarters within three months to be 
raided by the police. The raiders were 
headed by Acting Captain Ezekial 
Keller of the Commissioner’s personal 
staff, and ten.patrol wagons were used 
to take the prisoners to the Mercer 
Street Station. if 

The raid was witnessed by hundreds 
of men and women on their way home 
from work. Harry C.-Perry, Tammany 
leader of the district, is Clerk of the 
City Court and a step-brother of Con- 
gressman Christopher D. Sullivan. He 
is the successor of the late “Big Tim” 
Sullivan as leader of the district. It 
was said that he was not in the club 
when the raiders appeared. The same 
detectives previously had raided the 
headquarters of Deputy County Clerk 
Thomas M. Farley’s organization, in 
the Yorkville section, and the Tam- 
many Central Association, in East 
Thirty-second Street, of which City 
Clerk Michael J. Cruise is the leader, 
All the prisoners in these raids: were 
discharged in the Yorkville Court. 

William’ Massino of 248 Mulberry 
Street, who said he was a restaurant 
owner, and Harry Waters, a salesman, 
of 177 Eldridge Street, were accused 
by Acting Captain Keller and Detec- 
tives O’Leary, Geary, McDonough and 
Wood, who participated in the raid, of 
being in charge of a.dice game which, 
the ‘detectives alleged, was in opera- 
tion when they entered. 

They said that they had had the 
club under surveillance for a week. 
Keller and one group of raiders quietly 
made their way to the roof of the 
three-story building and then signaled 
to another group in the street to seize 
a lookout. at the front entrance and 

revent any men from escaping. Kel- 

er and his men then dropped to a 
pool table on the top floor from a 
skylight and announced that all the 
occupants of the building were under 
arrest. Some of those on the lower 
floors, however, escaped through rear 
windows before detectives could block 
their way. é 

Keller alleged that the dice game had 
been in progress on the pool table 
when he entered and announced that 
eight pairs of dice that had been in 
use were seized, in addition to aprons 
worn by those supervising the game 
to protect their clothes from the wear 
of the table. 

All the prisoners were discharged 
five hours later by Magistrate Richard 
F. McKiniry in the Night Court. The 
Magistrate refused to allow a com- 
plaint to be drawn against them after 
Detective Wood ‘had testified that he 
could not identify any of the men as 
having participated in the.gambling 
game which, he said, he and other de- 
tectives interrupted. 

“I went there on a complaint received 
at Police Headquarters that gambling 
was going on there,’”’ the detective told 
the Magistrate. ‘‘While I was on the 
roof I heard men making -wagers on 
the floor below us.”’ : 

The alleged gamblers assembled on 
the ground floor of the Court House 
after their discharge, and one of them, 
acting as spokesman, yelled, ‘‘Boys, let 
us give three cheers and a tiger for 
Al Smith.”’ 

The cheers were given lustily, as 
policemen and.court attendants rushed 
down the stairs from the courtroom 
and bundled them into the street. 

Two men were mortally wounded and 
another shot in a fight in the club on 
the night of Jan. 24 last, alleged by

fore the Legislature providing for @ 
four-year tern’ for Governor with the 
election to take place at the same time 
as the Presidential election is not in 
the best interest of the State. Gover- 
nor Smith spoke before an audience of 
more than 3,000 perso-~ at the annual 
Governor’s Day exércises in City Park. 

That Governor Smith will be a can- 
didate’ for re-election was assumd by 
many of the audience when he said in 
conclusion: “I hope to come back to 
‘see you again next year,’”’: 

The plan for holding State elections 
in Presidential years, the Governor de- 
clared, offers top much temptation for 
both parties to’ put up second-rate men 
for State offices and give them “‘a free 
ride into office behind the President of 
the United States.”’ 

The .Governor declared that in the 
j interest of good’ government the term 
of the Governor should be extended 
from two to four years, but he urged 
that the elections be he'd in the even 
years when there is we Presidential 
election in order that only State issues 
may be before-the voters when elect- 
ing State officials. , 


Welcome Exceeds All Others. 


Never has any official been accorded 
a more cordial welcome here than that 
extended today by the people of Glens 
Falls: to their Chief Executive, who 
came for the fifth time to present to 
them the annual report of his steward- 
ship and to explain the changes in the 
form of State government which he 
advocates. 

‘In his opening remarks Governor 
Smith called attention to the fact that 
this was his fourth successive appear- 
ance before the people of Glens Falls 


to speak on reform in government. 

One-_of the penalti¢és which a State 
or city must pay for great growth is 
slowness in government, Governor 
Smith said, and this is borne out by 
the fact that the reorganized. Govern- 
ment ‘becomes, a fact on Jan. 1, 1927, 
twelve years after it was proposed in 
the Constitutional Convention of 1915. 

“After Jan. 1 we will have a new 
form of, government from the re- 
sponsibility of which no Governor can 
escape,” he said. ‘“‘There will be no 
more boards and commissions coming 
into office automatically.” 

Governor Smith spoke at length in 
favor of the executive budget, proposal 
which was passed by the Legislature 
and, if passed by the next Legislature, 
will be submitted to thé people in 1927. 
He said that he believed this to be the 
best time to speak of the budget in 
order that the people might elect Sen- 
ators and Assemblymen who would act 
favorably upon it at the coming ses- 
sion and thus guard against further 
delays. 

“The executive budget does not take 
power away from the Legislature as 
has been charged,’’ the Governor said. 
“Tf it did I would be against it as an 
undemocratic measure. The real pur- 
pose of the measure is to control. by 
law the way the Legislature expends 
the moneys of the State and to give 
the people a better understanding of 
‘how that money is spent.” 


Wants Private Efficiency Emulated. 


The importance of running the State 
canal system as efficiently as a rail- 
road is operated and of caring for the 
40,000 insane persons as~they would 
be cared for by a private business was 
stressed by the Governor. The State 
is building highWays, bridges, hospi- 
tals and schools, he said, and this 
calls for sound business practice. 

“‘Why. shouldn’t the seventeen depart- 
ment heads be able to tell what they 
will need?’ he demanded, adding that 
‘if they do not they are not fit to 
be commissioners.”’ 

Speaking of the four-year term for. 
Governor, he said that this is “most 
important and desirable but it is most 
important to hold.elections at such a 
time as to bring no confusion between 
national, State and local issues. City 
elections are now, held in odd years, he 
said, so that in electing Mayors the 
public mind may not be confused with 
State issues. 

In a national election there are dis- 
cussions of the tariff, foreign relations 
and other matters which do not con- 
cern the State government, he. de- 
clared, and the only result would be 
the “‘temptatiqn for both parties to put 
up second rate men and give them a 
free ride behind the: President.”” He 
declared that both parties should be 
compelled to stand upon their own 
platforms and. put eir best car- 
didates forward. : 


Explains New Improvements. 

‘In closing, the Governor thanked the 
people for their support of the bond 
issues last Fall and explained how the 


permanent improvements. — 

“There is much talk about. cheap 
government,” he declared, hut gov- 
ernment must cost more. Our. roads 


build new bridges. The be- 
tween Saratoga and the ————— 
must. be widened and we are now 
building & new. bridge between’ this 
city and South Glens Falls."

Manville ‘Textile «Plant Set

VOLUNTEERS PUT OUT BLAZE 


Attack Renewed Hours Later by 
Crowd of 5,000—Repulsed by 
Troopers and Police.

PAWTUCKDT, R. I, Aug. 30.—As in 
the Winter of 1922, Rhode Island's tex- 
tile labor situation has reached a crisis. 
A ‘general. strike. is threatened in 
plants hereabouts. Rlotous scenes, 
such as occurred in the 1922 strike 
about the Pawtucket plant of the Man- 
ville-Jenckés Company, were dupli- 
cated today in the vicinity of the Man- 
ville Mill of the same concern, which 
is again the storm centre. . 

Manville, a few miles north of this 
city, was in a turmoil. today when 
more than 1,000 angry strike sympa- 
thizers tried to burn the plant, which 
has been idle since Aug. 18 due.to the 
strike, 

Serious outbreaks in February, 1922, 
near the company’s Pawtucket plant 
resulted in the reading of the Riot act 
to the strikers by the Mayor. Copies 
of the Riot act were distributed today 
to deputy sheriffs at the big textila 
plant in Manville by Sheriff Jonathan 


Andrews with orders to read the docu- 


ment if further violence threatened. 
Set the Plant Afire. 


Shortly after midnight the mob 
hurled. stones “and fire balls at and 
through mill windows, smashing nearly 
500 of them and setting fire to the 
dressing rooms. Damage estimated to 
exceed $1,000 was caused by the flames 
before Police Chief Michael Finn of, 
Cumberland and ~* volunteer helpers 
quenched the blaze.’ —— 

Chiéf Finn pressed among ‘the rioters 

attempting to quiet them. : 
. “Why burn down the mill?” he said 
to them. ‘‘The Manville-Jenckes Com- 
pany won’t bufld a new one. They 
will only.go South. Where then will 
you find work? You fellows have got 
to remember, that this mill supports 
this town, and if it goes, the town will 
go also.’” 

Peter Bouchard, a watchman, was 
told to return to his home by rioters 
when he attempted to enter the plant 
at 6 A. M. .Before he had a chance 
to turn back, it was reported, several! 
persons attacked him. — 

A revolver was taken from Warren 
Sweet, pfoduction manager, when he 
attempted to reach the plant. in spite 
of the demand of the rioters that he 
turn back. Strikers who opposed vio- 
lence rescued Sweet. 


Rumor of Strike-Breakers. 


The strikers were aroused Sunday 
night when they heard that strike- 
‘breakers were. being transported to the 
plant in armored cars and that beds, 
cooking stoves and culinary imple- 
ments were being secreted in the mill. 
Officials of the Textile Workers of 
America cautioned the men against 
violence. 5 

While the mob circled about the 
plant, about 800 workers in. the Globe 
Mills of Woonsocket filed out shortly 
after work began today. They’ dupli- 
cated the action of employes of the 
Social Mill in Woonsocket in sympathy 
with the strikers of Manville. :

Keyes Wintér, in charge of thé State 
Bureau for Prevention of Fraud, said |; 
yesterday ‘that Attorney General Ot- 
tinger’s application of the. Martin act 
was the best argument in favor of 
President’ Cbolidge’s contention that 
State laws afforded the best protec- 
tion to American Investors. The State 
Attorney General’s' enforcement of the 
Martin act also furnishes a timely an- 
swer to Professor William Z. Ripley of 
Harvard,/ who urged in an article in 
The Atlantic Monthly, the need for 
greater clarity and completeness in 
financial statements of corporations, 
according to Mr. Winter.

“The Martin act was passed in April, 
1921, not to prevent speculation or in-. 
vestment in stocks or other securities, 


\| but to protect innocent investors from 


wildcat schemes and wily ‘Get-Rich- 
Quick Wallingfords.’ It was prac- 
tically a dead letter until Albert. Ot- 
tinger was elected Attorney General |. 


in 1924. Mr. Ottinger, in a year, closed 
up bucket shops throughout the city, 
enjoined 200 individuals and corpora- 
tions from doing business by fraudu- 
lent practices, chased the Wallingfords 
out of the State or into prison, secured 
more than fifty indictments against 
‘high pressure’ salesmen, and put out 
of business the Consolidated Stock Ex- 
change. ; 
“Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
stated that the American public was 
being gouged out of $1,000,000,000 a year 
by stock swindlers and blue sky pro- 
moters. Of this staggering sum $500,- 
000,000 was being taken each year from 
the people of the State of New York. 
Attorney General Ottinger had the 
Martin act amended to cover com- 
modities dealt in on exchanges, pro- 
viding for receivers. for the proceeds 
of fraudulent practices, and com- 
pelling’ publication in the State paper 
of notices of sales of securities.- This 
took away the immunity previously en- 
joyed by the crooks who confined their

among the victims and insured public- 
ity for questionable securities and pro- 
motions. 

Cites Drive Against Exchange. 

“Professor: Ripley says: “The pres- 
sure of local opinion in the case of 
important concerns can be overcome 
only. by exercise of these powers from 
a distance.’ Every sort of pressure 
was brought to bear on General Ottin- 
ger when he went after the Consoll- 
dated Stock Exchange, a big institu- 
tion with its own big exchange, na- 
tionally known and reputedly worth 
millions. Yet Mr. Ottinger pssailed it 
as a bucket shop, and haled it into 
court on charges of fraud, and closed 
it up. 

“It took nerve to do it and it took 
nerve to go after others, some of 
whom he landed behind the bars. He 
has certainly demonstrated that the 
correction of corporate malpractites, 
as contended by President Coolidge,
